He was crippled in battle and was 
blind In one eye. One day be caught 
t glimpse of himself In a mirror and 
was BO horrified 
weep. 


Chodscha, one 


comforted him, saying: 


"If tbou hast seen thy face but 


once, and. seeing, has not been able 
to control thy grief, what should we 
do who look upon thy face day and 
night?" 


In spite of bis deformities, how- 


ever. Tamerlane possessed great per- 
sonal magnetism and dignity. accord- 
Ing to the Kansas City Times. 
He 


waa declared to have been "strong 
as an elephant, his shadow extends 
for miles, hie heart is as boundless 
M the ocean, and his bands are like 
the clouds when rains fall to gladden 
the earth." 


He was the 
son of a shepherd 


chief and waa born In 1336 in Rus- 
sian Turkestan, which wasn't Rus- 
sian then. He grew 
up with the 


children of the desert, aad could 
ride a horse and draw a bow almost 
as soon as he could walk. Tamerlane 
found time, between whiles of con- 
quering Asia, to write his own me- 
lolrs, and he declared that even at 
a boy he had the 
feeling of being 


meant for a different and higher des- 
tiny than his comrades. He was the 
beat warrior of 
hit tribe and the 


most skillful hunter. 
He dreamed 


dreams and saw visions. 
In one of 


them the Prophet Mohammed stood 
before him and told him that 78 of 
hia deseeadaats should he kings. 


Made Himself King. 


At 31. Tamerlane, whose proper 


name was Tlmour. went to Samar- 
kand to the court of the Emir, Kur- 
gan. 
He pleased the Emir so much 


that the Emir gave him his grand- 
daughter in marriage and made him 
commander of the royal guard. 
But 


while Tamerlane 
was In a distant 


part of the kingdom 
a conspiracy 


against the Emir 
came to a head 


and he was slain by two treacherous 
chiefs. 
Tamerlane, 
with his bride 


and 60 followers, took refuge In the 
desert, 
horse's 


He raised 
tall 
dyed 


as A standard a 
red, 
and wen 


flocked to join him. By the end of 
the year he had 6000 followers. Then 
he overthrew the murderers :nd 
made himself king. 


Then he had another vision. The 


prophet stood before him and said, 
"There is no Ood save Allah; there 
shall be no king save Tlmour." 


Tamerlane began 
plans for the 


conquest of his neighbors. He went 
to battle wearing armor that was re- 
puted to have belonged once to King 
David. 
He wore a wonderful opal 


ring which 
had 
the 
property of 


turning red when an untruth was 
spoken in its wearer's presence, ac- 
cording to a legend concerning it. 


Tamerlane knew the value of the 


theatrical. While campaigning—and 
he 'vas campaigning most of the time 
for 30 years-—he lived in a great pa- 
vilion of scarlet 
silk, embroidered 


with gemti. His equipment wai car- 
ried in a cart wHh wheels 20 feet in 
diameter, drawn 
by 32 oxen. 
He 


conquered from the Aegean sea to 
the boundaries of China. 
One year 


he threatened Moscow and the next 
camped before Delhi.
